To the southenat of theeontinentot Asia lies a vastarchipelago, 
of which a considernble portion i# occupied by the group enllecd 
the Philippine islands, or, in Spanish, [elas Pilipinas. The num 
her of islands included under this denomination is notdetinitely 
known, aod this wocertainty has given rae td some miher wild 
guessing. Sone Knoglish authorities state the number se six hun 
dred, while « lote consular report issued by the Department of 
State places the number at two thotiaand, bot this tay perhaps 
he dotetided te include the Marianas, or Ladtomes, the Carolinas, 
aril the Melow ishuids. ae all of thee areincgluded under the juris 
dietion of the governorgeneral of the "hilippines. Someof the 
Philippines are mere islota, too small for ocetpation, but others 
are important in size and msources and are very populous, The 
principal islinds rank wecurding.te size in the following order: 
Luzon, Mindanao, Paluwan, Samar, Pansy, Mindoro, Leyto, Ne- 
gros, Cebu, Bejaland Maskato, The northern island, Luzon, on 
which Manila, the enpital, is situated, is the Inrrest, having an 
ort of mot 41,000 aqytuire miles, correspotiding in sive to the 
State of Ohin. Mindatno, the sentherninéat island, contiins 
alsorit. chy OOM) aay tiara tiles. As nowccurate survey of even the 
larger islands has ever been made, it is impossible to make o 
definite statement asa to the aggregate land urea of the group, but 
the most reliuble estimate is 114.356 square miles, which is equal 
to the combined aren of New York, New Jersey, Ponneylvania, 
and Mary Lgl, 

The islandsare situated dinetly on the line of voleamie energy 
which extends from Japan to Java, and voleania forces have 


be 
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largely contrilnted to their formation and ahaplog, os is testified, 
notonly by the existence of active voleanoes, but by the still 
larger number of mountulme which show evidences of former 
ieneous uctivity, the traces ol its effects on the surrounding 
éountry, and the abundanee of thermal springs which are foond 
iW diffvrent lucwities. In which the tern pernture of the water 
ranges from 180° Fohrenbeit tothe botling- pont. Althongh sit- 
uated in a region peculiarly adapted to the growth of cornls, they 
donot exist toony great extenton the coasts of the Philippines. 
Occasional traces, somidlimes amounting to a fringina ceef, are 
niet with in favorable places aloug the west coast of Luzon and 
some of the other ishiwds of the group, This searcity of coral 
formation may be pecounted for by the presence of volentile fires 
init the oemaionel deluges of hot water omatioating from their 
outlets, which prevent the growth af the pailype. All the islands 
irs gonerally hilly and mouttainows, hut none of the summits 
tiueh exceed! S00 foot in height, The loftiest poles are, ptr 
haps, Apo and Malindang. in Mindinao ; Huloon, in Mindoro, 
and Mayon, in Lazon. The otter is an wotive volcano, which 
los boon theacene of seavern! disastrous eruptions within the past 
hundred years, | | 

Asa consequence of these subterranvous forces, earthquakes 
are freynent and violent.

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In conaeynence of the telind of Luxon having the capital and 
a very large proportion of the wihlte residents locwted Lp ie. 
the interior is better known than that of many of the other 
ialaneds, [ta scenery, although motintaingus, is charminely di- 
rersitiod and will ceonipine favorably with any of the countries 
of farther Asin. Jte lurze likes and rivers, broad plains and 
fertile valleya, teeming with luxuriant tropical yeeetilion and 
noble forests, add both ti ite betes and productive capabilittes,

CLIMATE 


The extreme length of the Philippine group Leing from iorth 
todouth thot northurh extreniity reaching nearly to the oorthern 
limit of the tropical zone, canses considerable variety of climate, 
although the general characteristics are, of course, tropical, On 
the western side of Lugon, where Munile is situated, the hottest 
season i4 fron March to June, the greatest heat being filt gener 
ally in May, before-the ming set in, when the maximum mnges. 
from AC’ to WEP inthe shade. The eoolet weather pectirs in 
Decetber and Jariary, when the temperature. falla at nivht to 
0? of O45" ane weldon Heer in the day shove 74": in fact, dor- 
ing the months from November to February the sky ie bright, 
the ntmosphere cool pod drv, ood the weather in every why 
delightful. 
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Owing to the iusular conditions, this region enjoys an advan- 
tage whieh dows not extend to tropical continental arene of with 
jlar elevation—that is, 0 cotisiderable tinge in temperatare dur- 
ing the twenty-four hours, averaging from 1 Yow AP, which 
froyquontly affords the relief of a tolernbly cool night even in the 
hottest season,

For a tropien) climate, that of the Glands may be considered 
henltliful for peoplo of the white ree nnbeven for natives of worth 
ort: tegions visiting for the firet tine a tropien! conntry if they 
pay ordinary attontion ta hygienic lnws, particularly to elranli- 
ness nd tenpernnoe in eating and drinking, Th the majority 
of casos when foreigners suffer from change of elimpte in this oF 
most other trapleal countries the couse con be treed to their 
own imiprudence and egreless hubits of life The inmodernate 
useol fruits, althouwh novel and delicious, particularly aftor ut 
long sen voyage, Hhould be proided, os they ton to disnrrangs 
the pastro-intestinul funetions and produce dysenteric and diar- 
rival disenses, which are those most to be feared ly newly wr- 
rived strangers.

AGHICHLTIOE 


There is'o tal similarity between the agriqulteral products 


of Cuba and the Philippines—in both sugar and tobacco are the 


great staples —bat the latter islands possess an unique produet 
which hitherto it hae not boon found possible te mise sncens- 
fully elsewhere, although attempts have been mde to introduce 
it in Bornes, Cochin-China, the Andaman islands, and other 
places. It is kiniwn comimerctally a Manila hemp, but this Is 
a misnomer, av it hasne relation tothe hemp plant, [t+ mntive 
nite is aboct, und iia the proddet of a species of plantain or 
hanunn, Mus tectitia, which differs verv slightly in appearance 
from the edible variety, Musa peractiatiea, its fruit, iowever, 12 
smull, dizagmwnble tothe taste, and not edible: Tt grows to the 
hoivht of twelve to fifteen feet. There is evidently some pecu- 
lintity of soil or climate, or of both, which enables these islands 
to retain’a monopoly of this fiber which has hecome of aueh ine 
mense commercial value, It grows best in hilly oF Whounitiin- 
ous districts, and partioularly i in the voleanie regions fm the east- 
ern partis of the islands, Tt is hardy and suffers little from any 
enemy except drought. It has the advantage of being 0 peren- 


nial crop, like its (ralt-Weariny relative, month after month young

From what i koown of the mineralogy of the ills, there is 
no doubt that-aacientifio zedlogicn|sarvey would prove that they 
wre rich in ore deposite of many kinds, Gold has heen found in 
several of the provinces, but chiefly fi, the more mountalnens 
and ituioceeaible localities, nny of which are occupied by inde 
pendent trited that have never subinithed to Spanish rule; but 
thut the auriferous formations extend over a wide area on the 
jalitvid of Lucu is proved by the fact that in the alluvial deposits 
of every strenm on the Pacific side some color of gold can he 
found. The ishinds of Mindanay and Mindoro are also equally 
promising fields for prospectors for gold. Tn many places the

Considering that the Philippines are essentially an agrieult- 
ural region, the manufacture of textile fabrics has attained con- 

silermble development; butit is not enrried on in laren etablish- 
moenits, anid litthe has been done to introduce muxlaen machinery. 
The looms are made of bamboo, and are of the simplest) eon- 
atractiott. 

In some dlatrictsa, portionlarly in the islands of Panay and 
Luzon, there are communities where alinost ovary family pas 
seeeee th lodio, atid in the houses of sore af the well-to-do natives 
a noniber of logua may be found which are operated jy hired 
labor, The products are principally cotton cloths, aai) clothe, 
quilts, coverlets, ete. Coarse fabrics are also made fron fibers 
extracted from the leaves of the sage palm, manila hemp, and 
other fibers. The moet beautiful fibrie produced on the islands 
is thet called pifin, whieh is made from, fiber oltained from 
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litres of the phiapple plant The pluints are raised especially 
for this porpose. Hefore the fruit begina to form the crown 
mioved which not anly prevents the formation of the frit, 
bot couees the leaves to grow larger: when thoy remel patority 
they ore broken from the plant and the owter akin pred palp sre 
removed hy sernping, As the fbersappear they are cuutiously 
raised and removed one by one, and after a thorough cleansing 
by Woshitg ane dried inthe sun; thev are thet assorted accor 
ine to lenptheand qualities by women and the tewether la pack- 
aves forthe weyers ase, 

The weaviniy isn delionte prowess, requiring the erentest core 
on the part of the operator, nod the fabric predueed is 40 oxqul- 
ditely fine that seretines onl o few invbes are the tesylt of o 
div’y work. Sometimes silk, which is imported from Chita, is 
nixed with the ananmo fiber, but the plain pifia is the moet 
estuerned mad is largely sent to Manila, where it is embroidered. 
In that city and the suburban villages larse nom ber of women 
are employed in this industry. The work i frequently of the 
most exquisite quality aud ia eolid for extravagant price. Tn 


the villazes near Manilé and in many other communities on the 


itlunds women are ald emplayed in making hats somewhat 
dititilar te the celebrated Puntos hate, cigar ene, pod other 
amuall wares, in which they display great skill nod taste. Mnts 
are olay largely tninatietuted, aul ap overy one theese thom ta 
slew) on, the deronnd constant, They arwof various qualities, 
but some of thom are beautiful in texture and are ornarnented 
with colors and wold or silver threads. 

Cotton rags of handsome desiens are also made in aome of the 
itlancds. Horn is also softened and fashioned into bowls and 
other utensily, Many of the various articles produced by nutive 
workinen are remarkably artistic and buautifal, considering that 
all their toola and linplements are of the simplest wand rtdest 
character, 


COM MERGE 


The earliest development of comineton between the Philip- 
pines ind the outside world was in the direction of China arid 


Japan, which gradually inereased in importance. The Chines 


were the founders of this interchange of produeta. At first their 
merchants came amd returned cach year, bot ss the trade in- 
erensed they found it more profitable to remain permanently, 
and founded that Chinese commercial colony which, in epite of 
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oonmoial outbursts of finatival persecition and of oppressive 
taxition, has really bwen the tininstiv of vominerce in the 
t=}naacks, 

The eurliest efforts of the Spaniards after obtaining possesion 
af the country were directed to securing for Spanish subjects a 
monopaly of the trade, precisely as they did in their Amerinean 
posession, and to thts end for along time only a single abip 
wie allowed to make the voyage ach year fron “Mexien to the 
Philippines and from the Mhilippines.to Mexieo, These ships, 
«nalled by the Spatiiards the Aeapules ehipe aid known to the 
English oa the Spanish gallogns, were xpuippeel ae abiijps af wor 
and cotitmanded by officers of the navy, This monopoly insurid 
shormous profits to the ndventarers whi aUnpliod the cargoes, 
hut the whole business wae permeated ly corruption and roguery 
of the worst description. This condition existed, butewith di- 
minishing success, until 1814, when the Inst of thesy vessels as 
digpatchia! from Acaptleo, as their monopoly hod been grnd- 
wally avlewerkHnl bey aa segaad ces thartered in Spain in 1784, called 
“Comptia de Filipinds,” whieh by opening direct commerce 
with Spain caused the decline and final extinetion of the trade 
vie Mexioon, This company, howeeer, in consequence of lad 
tanageniint man) Tajudicions veitures, did not prove suecessful 
and poss out of existeiice at the end of fifty years, In the 
miinntine some relaxation of the narrow-minded exclusive: BVE- 
ter hal taken place; tn 17S8, the port of Manila was opened bia 
foreign vessels and in 80 an Eoglish firm received purmission 

tu extahtivh a Wusiness house in Manila, being the tirst foreigners 
toreckive such catioasion, In tSl4 this permission was made 
general, 

Tt is, however, only aince TS34, when the operations of the 
Philippine company came to an end, that greater freedom af 
iiteronitree and larger introduction of foreign cayital and busi- 
hess mekhods hae nffoetod materially the developmantoof the 
great natural mixonrees amd uo forcivn commerce hee rest lind 
which, although farsmattor in amount than it ought to be, ie a 
fair indication of what it might and would hecore if the country 
should be controlled hy a liberal and progressive government, 
The statiaties published in another purt of this issue will give a 
goo] idea of the progress anil present condition of the commerce 
al the jalands, 

Titernal commerce a3 well as the export trade suffers from 
the lack of favilities for transportation, This is more marked

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during the ming season, when the stormy weather which weeom- 
panies the southwest motiaoon renders coastwize tavigation dan- 
perousd to conusting vessels, and land carriage is imped ty trad 
riacds aod the abate of tear hel pres, Himesituting the floating of 
iota soto the streams on tifia, while (acilities far pursonal 
travel have been contined to horselinck ar to. uncomfortibile two- 
wheeled vehicles called carronains, over roids exeorable in thedry 
season, but which in the Wet season become sens of mond, only to 
bu traversed by a rude sledge drawn by buifaloes—in fact, sleigh- 
i on the mad in place of the snow of northern olimues. 

But in this direction also there je:a hopeful sign of progress, 
n= the first railroad has been built and is in aperation from Ma- 
nila to Pawapin, 123 miles in longth, connecting the capital with 
the rioe-growing distrivis of Pangasinan. Tt is a single-track 
road, well and substantially built, and ite earings have been 
sufficiently remunerative to enesurge in extension of rallrond 
facilities whenever the lands may enjoy the blessings af peace 
and liberal government. 

The traveler in the interiar of Luxon will find no hotels nor 
inn for hianeomimodstion, butevery village as a public build- 
ing—often, Indeed. avery rude structure and sometime: a mere 
hut—whero he is entitled to shelter and where he can obtain 
food, frequently of poor character, at a fixed tariff rote, Wher- 
ever a priest or a convent i located he is sure af wore conme- 
didus quarters and better fire, 


TALEO ILS 


The Immense coast line of the islands contains a great num- 
ber of good liarbors, but in coveequence of the exclusive policy 
of the Spanish government itt losing them to foreign commerce 
very Httleis known of themexcept to coustwise navigators, The 
fordign trade t4 confined chiefly to Mauila, oilo, Cobu, ond Sunt, 
Zamboanga, on the island of Mindunav, is also an opon port, 
but the amount of business tranaactél there id insignificant. 

The bay of Manila, one of the finest in the wortd, is about 120 
miles in cirouniference with deep water and very few dangors to 
navigation. The entrance is divided into two channels by flye 
islands Corregidor and Caballo, the northern about two miles 
in width and the southern five miles. The aticharnge for lange 
vessels is good within a short distance: from the mouth of the 
river Pasig, on which the city of Manila is situated and which 
enters the bay on its eastern side, where it is prolonged into the 
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bay by two piers, which terminate the one ina small fort and 
the other ina Lght-house. During the stormy weather of the 
southwest monsoon this anchorage off the city ie not considered 
very anfe, but there ix gooil shelter for ships at Cavite, whiok Tits 
about elehit tniles southwest of Manila ina direct tine by water 
or fourteen by land, Here the Spaniirde have a naval estab- 
lishment, with a tmrine railroad capable of taking from the 
water vessels of 2.000 tons displacument; a dock for giunbonte 
dnd strinll vessels, and shope containing machinery and sprpli- 
finees for repnire: oles an arden and hospital,

gradually eneroaching on the condervative ideas of the pusst. 

Tn the old city and the older parts of the newer town wos of 
the buildings were of brick ond atone, with tiled roof, but re- 
peated shocks of earthquake hive taught the lessen te build in 
auticdpation ofthem. Tt is new very mre that stone or brick is 
uked in the construction of buildings above the level of the 
ground. Modern houses are seldom more than two stories in 
height, with galvanized iron roofs supported by wooden pillars, 
ao arranged as to allow of a certain amount aft oscillation inde 
pendent of the walls.

hong overran by greedy aad ervel adveriturera, as woe the case 
‘in the West Indian isinnds and adjaecomt maiitand. 

In Mindanno and some of the other southern isloncds there ure 
‘some pure Malays,who are Mohwmmoedane They are called 
“Moras "—Moors by the Spaniards—and at times give them na 
much trouble asthe African Moore gave their ancestors in Spain, 

There ate wee in the interior of Liaedw and other telands mit 
sem-eavage tribes, who hive never sulimitted to Spiish tule oF 
to Spatiah taxation, and when they wecape the latter it is pretty 
certain that they are not under eortrol They are oe untamed 
and are Irving ae prituitive nh life oe thev were when the Span- 
inrdé landed on:the islands: more than three exutiriea nya. 

The Philippine Malays are a superior mhot tu ity other Asi- 
atic peaple;: they are onterly, nininble, courteous, honesi are 
hospitality, excoodingly superetitious, and when they profess 
Christianity are easily influenced bythe priests. Liles most trop- 
iol people, they are intertnittent rather than steady workers. 
Their wants ore cavily provided for, and they tahe life enay. 
They are. lacking in eievyey wlhietm at penee, but their hot tropical 
blond makes ther fierce and rovengeliul in war, They are fond 
of music, dancing, and amusement of all kinds, but ore born 
gamblors, aid cock fighting i4 their prent puasion. Evory na. 
hive, however poor,owne a going cock, unc ie always rendy to 
bet his Inst coin oni prowess, Every town anil village hae its: 
qock-pit, and in the larger communities the spectators may be 
oombered by thousands, Of course, thisnamusement, likeevery- 
thing else i the Spanish cblonies, 1s heavily taxed, and a con- 
siderable revenue is derived frou this source, Advantage j ia alo 
taken of the taste for gambling by running « lottery dor the ben- 
efit of the government. 

The mestitvae or mixed mees form o numerous and intliuential 
portion of the population. The descendants of Spanish fathers 
ain native mothers are numerous. A large praportion of the 
nierchants and landed propristore are of this clags, and meat of 
the subordinate and elerionl offices of the government pre tilled 
hy them, -Another clement is the Chinese and hall breeds of 
mixed Chinese and native blood.

Legaspi made good his 
footing in Cebu, hut afterwards transferred his headdiyarters 
to Luzon, ane the oity of Manila was founded in 181, From 
this tine the islands were gradually brought ander the domin- 
Lin of Spain—thot is, ao far as thelr suliection was sucessful, 
which really extended to tthe tnore thin the seawoasts and suels 
towns nul villages ay ive been created ly the Spaniards or held 
by their military frees or iy the power of the priests.

ADMINISTRATION 


In Madrid therets a conneil of state for the Philippines, which 
has in charge the interests of the colony and acts as an advisory 
board to the Minister of the Colanies, At Manile the «dminis- 
tnition of the government has for ite head and chief ngovernor- 
ganer. Next ta the explain-genemléhip of Cuba, this is the 
most important aad luorntive post at the disposal of the home 
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government, “This jurisdiction also extends over the Mariani. 
or Ladrone islands, the Carulines, and the Pelew islands: 

There is nluo a Heutenait-governor, who takes the place of the 
captain-general in case of bis death, and o dounci) in Manila, 
which haen voice in all questions converting the internal nffairs 
af the wlands, ‘he archbishop alse exerts considerable power, 
anil the ecolesinstical nuthority i interwoven in al] the machin 
ery of goverment, 

The islands ore iWivided int prev ies au lyect is politico: 
military governor oF alealdes mavores, who are generally elvil- 
ilans, The provinces are sululivided inte districts, and ther 
rage th Tobi pet Los or purshes, over whitch is an offteer called o 
‘pobernadoreillo, » diminutive of governor, whe if elected annu- 
ally by the people; but the real power in these comin Winilies 1B 
generally the pricat, who not only looks offer the spiritual wel- 
fare of the people, but dirocta thelr mnterial ‘ffuire: Vor the 
imposition nid collection of tie Spinizh ingenuity has been 
exerckend to the utmost; but the basivof the financial s¥atem 
in the Philippines Is the poll tax, which every wedtslt, bristhy matte 
and female, under sixty yeare of age hns ta pay, and unhippy 
ja the lot of the native who fails to meet thedemands of the tax- 
yatherer. He isarrested and inrprisaned ar eleportial try a pent 
settloment:and his family. if ho has one, is left ty shill for itself.

instriction itimparts is satlafaetery.

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At the time of wy first visit Twas unable to learn anything 
ns to conditions in the interior from the half dozeu officials who 
with afow friars aod a.couple of Sprnish merchants constituted 


fhe Spanish population of the islind. | was informed, however, 


that the Mangrans were headl-huntere ond cannibals. 
We began our explorations at a most anfortunate time. ‘The 
rainfall is enormous in this island, and the ting were just be 


wintting at the thie of onrarrival, ip he daiuly showers inerensed 


induration and vielenees yntil they became almost eoutinuciues, 
ond finullw, after thirteen dave ani Hights of mdinberrupted 
downpotir, we lent a retreat. 

We retarned to the island a second and vet a third time, how- 
ever, and profiting by our first experience, hogan, opermtions nt 
the commencement of the dry season, Hy utilizing eunoes 
where-streame were sulliciently deep, and by tramping along 
their dry beds when water failed, we were able to quickly pone 
trate to the very center of the islind. We found that most of 
the surface details given on our charts were ineurrect, and ex- 
plored two large rivers where, according td the clarts, we rivers. 
should have teen, | 

The Mangyans fed at our approwh, bulwe eventually sie- 
bonded In gaining their confidence, ad found that the alarming. 
aoookints which we hid heard of them had very little founda- 
tion in fact, They proved perivetly harmless whet decently 
trente!. “The men were elad in the uaual clowt, and jo that 
alone, The dress of the women je different fram that of any 
other Philippine tibe. It consists of numerous enils of a cord 
limuided of aplit rattan, or other similar vogetable sithatanece, 
wound arava the bwoly at the hips and supporting a clont of 
bark. "This twrk if mde salt by carefal pounding let woen 
stones, und ata short distance it looks exactly ke cloth The 
cord  médally stained black, although a kind woven tn black 
arid yellow chick is chpecially prisecl. 

Girl babies are provided with two or three coils ae eoon as they 
cnn toddle, wid the quantity is constantly ndded to as time goor 
lay do that the appearance presented by eome of the old women 
is ludicrous in the extreme, This cond taogally constitutes the 
only earthly treastire of the wearer, although the women some- 
times Ormitnent themselves with artrlets or anklete of twheted 


rattan and beais made from the seeds af plants, Coind, cop pet 


wire, and bite of bright metal are highly privad as ornaments, 
hut feathers are never ised, 
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Murried women ore distinetiished by thefact that they exjwose 
the brenet=, while aninarric! girls cover them with «a peel from 
one of the plantains, ornamented with finely braided ruttin eortl, 

During the dry season the lowland Mangeyans: often wonder 
throngh the forest with no fixed place of abode. Where night 
overtakes them, there they asleep, each person making a ahelter 
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for hinwelf by cutting off a couple of ratlun leaves, fastening 
their bute towebther and atickineg them into the earth at such an 
ntigle as to vive the leuves a suttable inclination, Under this 
quickly extemporwedl roof he sleeps, neuolly squatting on his 
howls. 

When a company are planning to remain tor serom! days in 
niiie piace, they 2nmeliines constiruel law thatehed rods, wader 
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which they build sleeping platforms of small pote. Such atruct- 
ures wre wsurnlly planned so. that each woeoommodn bes but asingle 
person, but they may le larze enough for an entire family. 
Diarinw the rminy canaot tort elnborite, of ol least larger, 
structure are epected. in whieh several families not tnfrequently 
find shelter: buteven these more pretentious dwellings are, in 
the caan of the lowland Mangynns, usually leit without ailes 
The more thrifty mountaineers, however, build tiny huts which 
are both roofed and sided with palm or rattan leaves, and are 
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provides! with o single opening which serves the triple purpose 
ol door, window, atid chimney, 

The cookine, which sof the troel primitive sart, i done over 
an open fire built on a pile of earth in, ony corner of the tirt. 
Fire is obtain hy Birik lie flint with a tit of steel ar iron and 
catehing the apurke on a bunch of dry plant hairs, When the 
necessary materials caniwot be hac for obtaining fire tn thie wey, 
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find at bao. The lowland people do not practice nericultire, 
but subsist for the miewt part an sage, which they get ly telling 
the trees, cutting then: inte two-lnot lengthy, splitting these, 
pounding out the inner fiber with rude wooden mallets. conning 
water through it to wash out the starch, entehing the water in 
large loaves-or rule troughs, allowing the starch to #ebtle, ani 
finally drawing olf the water. 

The starch tnov be onten mew or tossted In an earthenware 
dish. Sometimes it ie rammed, while still damp, inte a joint 
of green bamboo, which ia then put in the fire and allowed to 
remain there uotil nearly burned through, by whivh time the 
muss of sage haa been converted inte.a solid roll, whieh would 
tanke an effective eubstitute for a policvintan's billy, 

The more vigorous aod enterprising tountaineers have begun 
to proactive, ufter 4 fashion, theart of tilling the soil They live 
no other tools than the rude irom knives which they purchase 
from the eigst notives and such wooden jmplements ne they 
fashion for themeelves: but with tofinite pains they clear away 
sin patches of forest, cutting through the treed at sone dis- 
taned From the erouid, where the tranks are-sinial lest. 

After burning the felled timber, so far aa praetientiile, they 
plant aweet potatoes or mountain rice In the ground thus bai! 
bare, Sweet potato vines grow with such Inxuriance as to 
practically excluile weeds, so that a patch oneo started Insts for 
several yearn. 

Heshould not be stppaded, however, that the Mangyan is a 
vegetarian. He fashions lance, how, and arrows for himself, 
anid tnakes the wooden tips of his weapons tremendously. effect- 
ive by dipping them ina virulent poison, Ne bird of least be 
too filthy for liim to. ont, Fish migles, hetens, carrion ornws, 
atid buitards are acceptable luxuries, while crocodiles and cor. 
thin species of snakes are delicames to be highly priced. The 
hogeorhite grubs which bore in the tranks of the aago palms 
are regarded in the light of confectionery. [ fancy that the 
starch with which they are filled turns to sugar as it is digested, 
giving them a awéet tuste, but must admit that [have sever 
demonstrited thik point experimentally, The Mangyans. ent 
thom alive, with many evidences of great suti<faction, and evi- 
devily find the flavor delightful. 

I tinve seen them devour with satisfaction the flesh of buff 
loes which we had killed] two or three days before. It was

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themselves with it aotil they could hold wo mare, getting ap 
Hind ronilne sound fei tite to tithe in-weder to stimulate 
appetite ntl ineredae capacity, The grewsume rien! énedledd, 
thev lav down to sleep ited, Whe it did not kill them | could 
never tinke cat.

Their numerals weually stop wt three, bot their professors of 
mithematios wre able tu count up to twenty ly making use of 
fitiwers and tom, Aa they always count ina definite direction, 
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each digit comes to have a permanent numerical value. [hact 
ual practice, if wo desired to tell a man te return in five days, 
we used to tie five knots ina bit of rattan and direct him tountie 
oneof them cvyery morning untll they were gone, and then re- 
turn. 

When shown their own photageophs they filed te recoen ze 
themaelyes, although they at-once pointed out the likengsses of 
their friends. They made the most ludicrous attempts to catch 
or find the persons who stared buck ot them from our pocket 
miirrers. | 

Adult women would entertain themselves for hours with mittles 
which we extemporized by putting a fow shot inte asniall tmetal 
box. At Naujan luke the people came from miles wround to 
watoh the spinning of a top which we happened to have among 
our belongings, 

They are fatalists, The most dire misfortune serves only to 
eall forth the remark, “So itis appointed.” 

We never aw the slightest indication of worship of wiy kitul, 
nor could we learn by the most diligent inquiry that they over 
practiced anything of the sort. They deny belief ino life after 
denth. Poraona who fall seriously iil are deserted. A hut in 
which a death haa occurred iaahandoned, the corpse and every- 
thing in the hut remaining untouched, Relatives of a devensed 
porzon change their names in order to inate better luck, The 
rors of this simple people are astonishingly good, Although 
the women seem utterly destitute of any sense of modesty, tn- 
chastity is very undsual and. adultery so rare.na not to be pro- 
vided for in their criminal code, Although they had every 
epporkuanity ta-stert from a4, they never took anything bet a 
little tobaceo, and even this they explained waa not exactly 
thieving, since they put it directly into their mouths and took 
only enough for their imoaredinate needa! Guilt or Innowenee i 
determined by the old fire test. A person against whom there 
is serious suspicion is compelled to snatch from the firta piece 
of hot iron. They profess to believe that if he is innacunt he 
will not bebumed, The death penalty is not inflicted, A mre 
dorer forfeits his property to the relitives of lta vielim. Polyg- 
amy is lawful for these who ean afford it, All we conld learn 
of the marriage ceremony was that *the old folks get together 
anil talk.” 

The few hulEhearted attempts which have thus far been mode 
to civilize the Mangyand have proved abortive. The priest at 
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Naujan told me with deep disgust of the reply of a Mangyan to 
whom he had attempted to demonstrate the benefits of civilizn- 
tion and chriationity, The unregenerate savage had replied that 
if he adopted civilization and became o christian it would oost 
money to be born, money to be allowed to live, money to marry, 
money to die, and money to be buried, and he considered him- 
avlf betteroff a4 he wae. Tnastench os his statement of the case 
waa-striotly correet and as it was my observation that morality 
inoreased among the Philippine nativesas the square of the dis- 
tance from Spanish centers of “ civilization,” [ could not but 
feel that this mountain philosopher had decided wisely, 


THE TAGHANTAS OF PALAWAN 


Palawan or, as the Spaniords call it, la Parnes, iathe weet 
ernmost of the Philippine islands. Although some 40) miles 
long, it is very narrow, and there are a score ot polute wher if 
could be crossed inp day; a0 that the only difficulties attending 
its exploration would he the obtaining of porters amd food. The 
fact} remains, however, that litte ia known about Hie igland. The 
only Spanish ettloment ion penal colony at Puerto Princesn, the 
capital of the island, although there ore a few littl: military out- 
posts li the kouthert mvd westert districts. 

The island i covered with magnilioent forest, in whieh wre to 
bo found many woods of greatvalue. There are alee Muerens 
‘ine: of damar, which are worked w littl by the natives. 
Like most of the large islands in the Phillppities, Palawan bas 
a central mountain chain extemting in the direction of ite great- 
estlength, Toward the south the muyuritains wre covered to their 
summits with vezetation, but at the north they arn me jagged and 
hire as our dwn Motkiea. 

Three tribes inhalit Palawan. These are the Mores, or pirat 
jval molwmmedans of the south, the mountain-lwelling Battaks 
of the north, who are suid to resemble the Papnans, and the 
Taghonuss, who ooxnpy the central pertion of the tsland and 
the northern const region. Three distinat dinleots are spoken 
by the Tagbannas. alone, and [ was informed that in one in- 
stance the inhabitants of two towne 15 miles apart did not un- 
derstand each other. 

Mr John Foreman, in his excellent hook on the Philippines, 
hax rightly said that the Tagbonuas are fittlh known, Oe for- 
ther informs ws that they never bathe intentionally, and that 
they eat their fish and fesh row. Apropos of their not bathing, 
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T tiny say thet the river in front of wor house at lwihig wre 
fill of ehildtwi half the time, in spite of the croowdiles, while 
nh afternoon @trol] along the tank of a siinl] alien near the 
village was quite sufficient to lave convineed the most skeption! 
obscrver that ren, aod women alan, tithe C1 [OL OE WA daa de 
Lam not propired to say that Foreman did oot sev then oat 
their fish and flesh raw, it Is certainly true that during my sn- 
jour among them [never knew them te touch wneookerd ant- 
treml fired,

Their dress isa nither tinsnfostlypect for genemlization. Manv 
of the men wear clout alone. In the south where they have 
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come tore or leks lu contact with the Moros, they have in aonme 
Instances tidoptod the trousers, tight jacket, and turban of the 
lntter tribo, while near Poerto Princesa a few of the men are the 
prog jwssessors of cast-off articles of Kuropenm dress. In ap- 
proaching the Spanish town they carry their fine clothing under 
their arma until at tts: owtekirts, and then dress beside the roud, 
Wonen, when at work, wear a strip of cloth wound around the 
haily and reaching from waist to knee Most of therm possess 
in additions longer skirt and a semi-transparent shirt for state 
ooonslons, 

Agriculture is more commonly practiodl than amon the 
Mangyans, but many of the men live for the most part in the 
forest, Where they hunt, trap, and search for datmar, wild honey, 


and wax. The strocturoxin which they make thelr abode at 


such times hardly deserve the name of houses, They cousiat of 
leaf roofs, with a platform of poles anderneath, and are usually 
lance enoueh toaccommiolatean entire family. Under thesleep- 
ing platform matindge is-maintained todriveaway insect peata, 
and it is commen to ae a whole family equating conten todly in 
emoke that would asphyxintes white main A few eniply coctt- 
nut shells snme baskets fur burden-hearing, and two or throe 
earthen pats complete the list of howwehold effets, Unlike the 
Muny viins, they work ren Uo Beye x Let, comatricting rode 
forge, With piston billows tande from larece hamboo stern, 

Although mach of the Tighantins time iy necessarily snent 
in the forest, he is naturnily social, and especially during the 
long rainy season he seeks the sodiety of his fellows; returning 
to his hut in seme one of the numerous large villages. 

~The village houses are boilt of bamboo, nipa palm, anil ret 
tan, ded differ from those of the elviliged) natives only in their 
smaller sice, and in being perched at a much greater elevation 
aliove the ground, One often sees. a young couple working 
away contentedly at their future home with no other toola than 
their fingers and p rode knife. 

Th the villages near Poerto Princesa there exists a travesty of 
the form of local goverment found among the eivilléed tribes, 
each village beige presided over by a gobernadar cillo or potty 
governor, nested by a jnstice of the peacs,” and other more 
or less oseless officials, No taxes are collected, however, and 
fow burdens are im powed on these partially civilized Taghanuas 
hy the Spanish, who are trying to gradually accustom them to 


the yoke, in the hope of eventually lrritiging them ito the full 
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dignity of citizenship, which to the Philippine nitive Tonnes 
merely thie pea of cles heb vig Lax without remervinie iihy nile 
ty Ui et Fete.

The rate al imports to exports among thee different coun 
tries, varied ina very striking and highly significant way, While 
the United States purchased 4082557 dollars worth, or 24.0 per 


eernt, ail the ex norton products Of the islands, she sold to thorn 
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in return only 162041 dollar’ worth of the products of her own 
mills and mines and forges. From the United Kingdom, lhow= 
ever, the tlinds purchased commodities to the value of $2,407 ,- 
O00, or ubowt onethird of the valog of their exports to that 
country. France sold ta them almost as much as ahe bought 
from them, while Germany dold then more than three oes as 
much us she took from them, 

The principal articles of export are manila hemp, sugar, copra, 
dnd tohwecn, During the ten years ending June 2), 1897, the 
average annual exports of sugur were 201,314,008 pounds, of 
which the United States took ontoally an average of 107,414,900 
poulids and the United Kingdom an average of 128,141,274 
pounds, the United States taking a larger amount than the 
United Kingdom six years outof ten, The exports of sugar 
attained their masimum in 1389, when they amounted to 


408,722.161 pounds, of which the United States took 284,804,552: 


pounds, of 69.6 per cent, and the United Kingdom 114,144,941 
pounds, or 27,7 per cent. In 1897 the total amonnt exported 
was only 153,576,125 pounds, af which the United Kingdom 
took 106,578,688 pounds, or O94 per cent, and the United States 
43,261,182 pounds, of 28.2 per dent. | 

During the same. period of ten years, TRS to 1897, tho total 
oxporta of manila hemp averaged 661507 bales per annum, of 
which the United Kingdom took an avermee of 430,767 bales 
and the United Stites an average of 265.344 bales, the Unitel 
Kingdom taking « larger amount than the United States seven 
vears out of ten, The exports of thie product reached their 
maximum in 1807, whew they amounted to 525/25 bales, of 
which the United States touk 417474 bales, or 50.0 por cent, and 
the United Kingdom OS5,182 bales, or 46.7 per eerit.
